A telegram received yesterday by 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Carlos 
M. McAbee Sr., 3209 Eads avenue, 
stated: “The Secretary of War de- 
sires me to express his deep regret 
that your son, Pyt. William E. Mc- 
Abee, was killed in action in de- 
fense of his country at Hickam 
Field, Territory of Hawaii, Dec. 7.” 

The telegram said that the body 
could not be returned to the United 
States until after termination of 
hostilities. 

McAbee was sent to Hawaii soon 
after he enlisted at Jefferson Bar- 
racks in October, 1939. He had been 
taking flying lessons at Parks Air 
College, East St. Louis. He attend- 
ed Roosevelt High School and had 
been employed as a grocery clerk. 
He was 28 years old. 

McAbee’s brother, Carlos M. Mc- 
Abee Jr., is in training at Ran- 
dolph Field, Tex., to become an Air 
Corps flying cadet instructor. His 
father is a power shovel engineer 
for the Terminal Railroad. He also 
is survived by three sisters. 

First St. Louisan reported killed 
in the war was Robert H. West- 
brook, member of a bombing 
squadron at Hickam Field. He for- 
merly lived with an aunt and un- 
cle, Mr. and Mrs. Marvin N. Kin- 
der, 3457 Shenandoah avenue.

MOSCOW, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
Russia claimed a sweeping vic- 
tory tonight on the winter- 
bound Moscow front with 85,- 
000 Germans killed, 20 divi- 
sions smashed, put to flight or 
surrounded and strategic posi- 
tions recovered on both the 
northern and southern flanks 
of the German siege lines about 


the capital. 
The preamble to a special com- 


munique was captioned “fiasco of 
German plans for surrounding and 
capturing Moscow.” 

The communique said the Ger- 
mans, in a futile second general 
offensive against the capital, had 
thrown 13 tank, 33 infantry and 
five motorized invantry divisions 
into their now miscarried effort. 

(The reports indicated a success 
even more spectacular than the 
recent rout of the Germans on the 
southern front at Rostov and if 
the advantage can be clinched 
probably a definite lifting of the 
threat to Moscow.) 

Thirty thousand: Germans were 
said to have fallen in recent ac- 
tions with 85,000 the total for op- 
erations between Nov. 16 to Dec 6.

Three Direct Hits on Haruna. 

In a report on the naval actions 
thus far, Admira] Hart announced 
that a naval flyer, Lieut. C. A. Kel- 
ler, trailed the battleship believed 
to have been the Kongo despite 
heavy anti-aircraft fire, until other 
naval planes could come up and 
bomb the vessel, 

The army also cited one of its 
aviators, Capt. Colin P. Kelly Jr., 
for scoring three direct hits on the 
battleship Haruna and leaving it in 
flames. That same announcement 
told of Capt. Kelly’s death. 

Admiral Hart’s account of the 
attack on Kongo was the first de- 
tailed action by the naval flyers 
to be reported from the Far East- 


been announced in Washington.) 

Admiral Hart’s announcement 
said that Lieut. Keller, piloting a 
big plane, sighted the battleship 
and held contact a long time de- 
spite frequent anti-aircraft fire. 
Other planes arrived and Lieut. 
Commander J. V. Petersen and ac- 
companying pilots pressed home the 
assault. 

One Hit, Possibly Two, Made. 

The announcement said the fly- 
ers made “at least one hit and we 
think two, The ship was definitely 
out of control and we are sure she 
was seriously crippled.

All four were refitted between 
1926-1930, and the Kongo was re- 
ported to have been completely re- 
modeled to provide additional pro- 
tection against torpedo and air- 
craft attack. The four were con- 
verted into oil burners. The Hiei 
was reported turned-into a sea- 
going training vessel. 

Assault on Cavite Base. 

The Japanese attack on the Ma- 
nila-Cavite area was made by a 
large number of planes flying high 
above the anti-aircraft gun range, 
Admiral Hart’s announcement 
stated. He said the technique and 
efficiency of the Japanees were of 
a very high order and that “all in 
all, it must be considered that the 
Japanese raid was successful from 
the Japanese standpoint.” 

Although the raiders damaged 
some small ships tied up at naval 
docks, other small vessels were 
pulled away and escaped damage. 

“We still are attempting to de 
termine the total casualties,” the 
report said. “The list will be sent 
to the Navy Department. The na- 
val men killed were mostly on 
duty.” 

Admiral Hart disclosed that the 
Navy had lost three large planes 
since the war started—two during 
the daylight raid on the Gulf of 
Davao about an hour after the 
Pearl Harbor attack. Aijir-force 
casualties thus far have been small, 
but there have been “plenty of 
attacks on our planes,” he said. 

His report said most of the dam- 
ages suffered by American naval 
planes were minor bullet holes. 

Two Types of Japanese Bombs. 

Admiral Hart told reporters the 
Japanese raiders were using two 
types of bombs, incendiaries—“and 
they work’--and fragmentation 
bombs. 
| He said he had received no word 
of the activities of United States 
submarines, but added:

ST. LOUIS DEFENSE GROUP 
SAYS IT IS READY FOR ACTION 


McBride Asserts Effective Program Could 
Not Have Been Started Sooner— 
‘War Changed Picture.’ 


In the first of a series of bulle- 
tins on the civilian defense pro- 
gram, Col. Harry D. McBride, 
Civilian Defense Co-Ordinator, said 
today considerable prograss has 
been made in preliminary studies 
and that “we now are ready to 
translate our study into action and 
the training of instructors already 
has begun.” 

Col. McBride said he was “beset 
on one hand by those who want to 
act faster and on the other by 
those who see no necessity for any 
action at all.” 

“To have started a definite pro- 
gram sooner,” he said, “would have 
been to move without adequate ex- 
perience to guide us, and: to urge 
something in which thousands of 
people will have to participate 
actively, before they were con- 
vinced of the necessity for the pro- 


gram. 


“But now the picture has changed. 


The declaration of war by Congress 
has convinced our people that even 
our inland city had better look to 
its defenses.” 


Appeal by Gov. Donnell. 
In Jefferson City, Gov. Forrest 
C. Donnell appealed to all local 
groups or organizations planning 
to engage in civilian defense ac- 
tivities to co-operate with the pro- 
gram of the State Defense Coun- 
cil instead of acting independently. 
Individual action might conflict 
with the council’s plans, and make 
its work more difficult, he said. 
The council, Gov. Donnell said, 
is arranging to set up enrollment, 
centers throughout the State to 
register, interview and assign per- 
sons volunteering for air raid 
warning and fire protection serv- 
ices, protection of property, and 
other civilian defense duties.

State Highway 
Department engineers discussed 
with representatives of the Army 
and State Highway Patrol plans 
for protecting important bridges 
and highways. 

In St. Louis, an ordinance ap- 
propriating $50,000 for expenses of 
the city’s civilian defense program, 
which was approved yesterday by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, was introduced and giv- 
en its first reading in the Board 
of Aldermen. 

The board will hold a _ special 
meeting Monday noon for the sec- 
ond reading. The ordinance car- 
ries an emergency clause and will 
take effect immediately, if ap- 
proved after the third reading.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
‘Defense chiefs debated today 
whether to cut off passenger auto- 
mobile production entirely after 
Feb. 1. ° 

That possibility was admitted by 
an Office of Production Manage- 
ment official following an order 
yesterday cutting December and 
January output 25 and 50 per cent, 
respectively, lower than the lim- 
ited production previously author- 
ized for those months, 


The new restrictions, added to 
earlier curtailments, will make au- 
tomobile production 60 and 75 per 
cent less than the output of the 
same months a year ago. 

Representatives of labor and 
management in the rubber indus- 
try, met in Akron to study prob- 
lems of unemployment and plant 
conversion arising from the order 
halting tire and tube sales and 
non-essential rubber processing. 

While this order applies only un- 
til Dec. 22, there is every indica- 
tion that by then OPM will order 
a drastic curtailment to continue 
until the restoration of rubber im- 
ports from the Far East. 

Production of passenger motor 
cars, previously set at 204,848 this 
month and the same for next, will 
amount to 153,636 in December and 
102,424 in January. Light truck 
quotas were cut proportionately, 
under the order signed by Leon 
Henderson, Civilian Supply Direc- 
tor. 

Henderson said that manufac- 
turers may be unable to get the 
critical materials needed to fill 
even the new quotas. Between now 
and February, he said, OPM will 
conduct “intensive study to deter- 
mine how production will be af- 
fected beginning Feb. 1.” . 

No spare tires are being placed 
On passenger cars and light trucks 
now leaving assembly lines, he 
added.

BURLINGTON, Ia, Dec. 12 
(AP).—Several workmen were re- 
ported killed ang an undetermined 


number injur in a blast that 
shook the No. 1 melt unit of the 
partly completed Iowa ordnance 
plant here this afternoon. 

Late reports indicated at least 
20 were seriously injured, and he 
shell loading unit of the line vir- 
tually destroyed. 

It was reported that several 
bodies were taken from the shat- 
tered building. ; 

Lieut. Col. Keith F. Adamson, 
commanding officer, described the 
explosion as “very bad,” but added 
the blast had been limited to the 
one building in the $60,000,000 
plant. 

Col. Adamson estimated roughly 
that about 50 persons may have 
\been in the building at the time, 

No cause of the blast could be 
determined immediately and the 
plant was closed at once to all 
outsiders. 

The injured were sent to hospi- 
tals in Burlington and other 
towns in the community. 

The huge 20,000-acre shell load- 
ing plant is located just outside 
Middletown, a village five miles 
west of here. 

Although three production lines 
have been in part operation for 
several weeks, the No. 1 line, which 
was loading 81 millimeter trench 
/mortar shells, was the only one in 
full-time ‘production. 

The No. 1 unit is about a mile 
long and is widely separated from 
the powder storage and other fa- 
cilities of the plant. 

From Col. Adamson’s description 
of the damage, it appeared only the 
building in which TNT is melted 
and poured into the shell easings 
was affected.

SANTIAGO, Chile, Dec. 12.— 
While the war declarations be- 
tween the United States and the 
Axis have been expected here, much 
concern is evident regarding the 
Japanese colony in Peru, which is 
fully organized in labor unions 
with their own courts, police and 
possibly military organizations, all 
directed by the Japanese Consul at 
Lima whose functions approximate 
those of a viceroy. 
Since Japan could count on a 
solid “fifth column” in Peru, more 
than 30,000 strong In case a land- 
ing were attempted, news of the 
arrival of United States warships 
at Lima was received here with re- 
lief. 
Coinciding with the arrival of 
these warships the Japanese Con- 
sul at Lima warned all Japanese 
“to make themselives small” and 
avoid all fights and discussion. The 
Consul wants to avoid concentra- 
tion camps for his countrymen. 
The Japanese in Peru could be 
dangerous, since they are tightly 
organized and disciplined. In 1930, 
the Japanese Consul offered Presi- 
dent Luis Sanchez Cerro 10,000 men 
when an Apristz (Alianza Popular 
Revolucionaria Americana, since 
outlawed in Peru) revolution 
threatened to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment. 
In similar fashion, about four 
years ago when a bus strike was 
called in Lima, the 50 Japanese 


bus drivers joined the strike onty 
after obtaining the approval of the 
Japanese Minister and Consul. 

Peruvian internal politics are all 
mixed up in the Japanese ques- 
tion. These immigrants, living on 
a plate of rice and a fish head per 
day, virtually have taken over the 
small retail trade of the country. 
The hate, jealousy and fear there 
by engendered tops the anti-Jap- 
anese sentiment in California and 
is comparable with the deep-root- 
ed anti-Semitism in Germany. 

Vice-President Larco Herrera is 
reputed violently anti-Japanese for 
political reasons. He has linked 
his star to that of Gen. Eloy Ureta, 
hero of the fight against the Ecua- 
doreans. But the rise of Gen. Ureta 
challenges the power of Marshal 
Oscar Benavides, who, though now 
Ambassador at Buenos Aires, pre- 
tends to govern Peru through his 
lieutenant, President Manuel Prado 
Ugarteche. 

Larco Herrera is ambitious, and 
so is Gen. Ureta. Where, how and 
to what extent the Japanese ques- 
tion fits into their ambitious plans 
remains to be seén. 

Peru is expected to report to the 
Rio de Janeiro conference of the 
Foreign Ministers of the American 
Republics in January on measures 
taken to control the Japanese. This 
report would be in accordance with 
the resolution adopted at the Ha- 
vana conference requiring all coun- 
tries to control, report and ex- 
change information on subversive 
activities.

The board estimated that the 
level had increased 10.6 per cent 
since August, 1939, or since the out- 
break of war, but remained 8 per 
cent below that of November, 1929, 
and, in fact, was lower than during 
the entire period from 1918 to De- 
cember, 1930. 

The board's statistics indicate 
that despite the pinch of the in- 
creased cost of living, wage rates 
for many workers have increased 
more rapidly. The board’s index of 
average hourly earnings of wage 
earners in 25 manufacturing indus- 
tries increased 18% per cent from 
August, 1939, to October, 1941. 

Also, while the cost of living in- | 
dex is still well under that of 1929, 
the hourly wage index for 25 in-| 
dustries for October was up 44 per 
cent from that of 1929. 

The board’s cost-of-living survey 
indicated that the rise had been 
chiefly in food, up 19.4 per cent in 
the last year, and clothing, up 8.9 |

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
Congressional leaders agreed today 
to go to work immediately to draft 
legislation for “several billion dol- 
lars” of new war taxes. 

The announcement was made by 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee and Chairman 
George (Dem.), Georgia, of the 
Senate Finance Committee follow- 
ing a luncheon conference with 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau. e 

Neither of the Congressmen 
would predict when final passage 
could be expected. 

“We are going ahead as ex- 
peitiously as sumanly possible to 
do a good job,” Doughton said. 

“But this is a big subject and we 
fee] we will save time by making 
thorough preparations. We can’t 
operate recklessly or blindly.” 

George said the goal of the leg- 
islation would be to increase levies 
as high as they could safely go 
without interfering with the flow 
of war supplies and the produc- 
tion of essential civilian items. 

The tremendous increase in ex- 
penditures must be financed as 
much as possible through addition- 
al tax revenues, with reduction in 
routine Government outlays and 
rigid control of prices coming 
along simultaneously, he said. 

A supreme war effort, he com- 
mented, could be had only by pre- 
serving the private enterprise sys- 
tem and not taxing it out of ex- 
istence. 

Morgenthau has suggested sev- 
eral new approaches to the taxa- 
tion problem, including a payroll 
levy, but George does not favor 
experiments with’ new. types of 
levies. Doughton has declined to 
express any preference before spe- 
cific Treasury propusals are made.

BERN. Dec. 12.—Leading Nazi 
circles are for the first time-turn- 
ing seriously to problems of mo- 
rale as the third winter of war 
begins, according to Die Weltwoche 
of Zurich. This observation coin- 
cides with Hitler's attack yester- 
day on the disturbers of the “inner 
front.” 

Soldiers who for six months 
have faced the most bitter fight- 
ing in history are among the fead- 
ing “self critics,” the newspaper 
says. It indicates that the dis- 
satisfaction is not confined to sol- 
diers, but extends to the civilian 
populace as well. 

“How can it be otherwise?” asks 
Die Weltwoche, pointing out that 
things cannot forever run smooth- 
ly in a nation of 90,000,000 “sub- 
jected to the strongest discipline 
for years, in the service of a col- 
lective idea.” 

Goebbels’ Appeal Cited. 

In support of the assertion that 
civilian morale is suffering, Die 
Weltwoche cites the appeals of 
Propaganda Minister Joseph Goeb- 
bels that the question “when” is 
not important, but “how.” It also 
refers to the new campaigns of 
hate against the Jews and the new 
measures to remind the public of 
its duty by hanging signs on all 
radios to inform the people that 
they are “Volksdeutsche” and must 
not listen to foreign broadcasts. 

Die Weltwoche says restrictions 
on food are relatively unimportant 
compared with’ the almost com- 
plete disappearance of “little 
things.” It is almost impossible

For two years students at the 
Washington University School of 
Dentistry have kept the halls buz- 
zing with echoes of war.

If bombs start to fall near you, 
lie down. You will feel the blast 
léast that way, escape fragments 
and splinters.

The enemy may use explosive 


both, If. incendiaries are used, it 
is moré important to deal with 
them than to be safe from the 
blast. So douse the incendiary with 
& spray (never a splash or stream) 
of water. Then go back to safety 
under a table in a refuge room. 

Unless gas is used, raids likely 
will be over in your immediate 
neighborhood in a short time. How- 
ever, stay under cover until the 
“All Clear” is sounded. 

Know your raid alarms. Know 
the “All Clear.” Official news. of 
these will come to you from your 
air raid warden. Don’t believe ru- 
mors. Watch the newspapers for 
air raid alarm description. Ask the 
warden when he comes. 

Should your house be hit, keep 
cool. Answer tappings from rescue 
crews if you are trapped. (You 
most likely won’t be either hit or 
trapped, but if you are, you can 
depend on rescue squads to go after 
you.) Again—keep cool, and wait. 
Don’t yell after you hear them 
coming to you, unless they tell 
you to. 

Just keeping cool hurts the on- 
emy more than anything else you 
can do. Keep calm. Stay at home. 
Put out lights. Lie down. 

The following instructions were 
issued to motorists caught in an 
air raid: 

Pull over to the curb. 

Park the automobile. 

Turn off all the lights. 

Get out of the auto. 

Take shelter in the best available 
place—indoors if possible. 

The instructions reminded civil- 
iang that busses are required to 
stop when a warning sounds, and 
said passengers should leave the 
vehicle and take shelter. 

“If unable to shelter yourself in- 
doors, sit down,” the instructions 
said. 

“If bombs start dropping near 
you, lie down. Cover your ears 
with your hands, Protect the back 
of your head. 

“If you meet a warden, go where 
he tells you to go, promptly and 
cheerfully.

From all over Latin Amer- 
ica, from the Caribbean to Cape Horn to the Andes, 
have come declarations of war against the Axis 
powers and warm assurances of support to the United 
States in its grim struggle. 

The wily policy of holding aloof and not choosing 


countries had adopted, apparently has vanished like 


republics small in area but of high strategic im- 
portance in the Caribbean and Canal regions, have 
declared war on the Axis. One of them, Costa Rica, 
actually made its declaration against Japan ahead 
of the United States and Britain. Larger countries 
have broken off diplomatic relations with the Axis. 
All have announced their support of the United 
States, and most of them have given substantial 
strategic contributions toward that support. 

Even Argentina, long the knottiest diplomatic prob- 
lem of the hemisphere, has pledged “reciprocal as- 
sistance and defensive co-operation.” Buenos Aires 
has not abandoned its paper neutrality, but has 
thrown open Argentine ports to United States naval 
ships by méans of a Cabinet-approved resolution 
that detours around the law by labeling this country 
a “non-belligerent.” 

Chile and Mexico have ordered naval patrols to 
watch their Pacific coasts. (Chile, incidentally, has 
a longer Pacific coast line than the United States.) 
Of undoubtedly great strategic significance is the 
decision of Chile and Argentina to fortify the Straits 
of Magellan, forbidden by their boundary treaty of 
1881. If guns can be placed in. time to dominate 
these narrow waters, this will cut off a route where- 
by the Nazis could send naval aid to Japan, either 
their own ships or vessels from the French fleet. 
Control of the straits also will eliminate a refuge 
used by German raiders which did considerable dam- 
age in World War I. It will insure a safe channel 
for American warships should the Panama Canal be 
wrecked. 

Ecuador for years had cagily stalled off all’ 
United States overtures for establishment of a base 
on the Galapgegos Islands, 620 miles off the coast and 
perfectly placed for strengthening this country’s 
Panama patrol. Now events have brought a quick 
decision: Ecuador offers free use of the islands for a 
naval and air base. 

Axis penetration has gone deep into many parts 
of Latin America. There are large colonies of Ger- 
mans, Italians and Japanese, and trade with their 
nations has been important to our Southern neigh- 
bors’ economy. Some spokesmen said they feared 
United States aggression more than that of the Axis. 
It appears now that all doubts as to the need 
for joint action to keep the Axis out of the Western 
Hemisphere have been swept away. The United 
States is no longer viewed as an imperialist menace, 
but a natural protector, and as a friend in- need. 
The South American nations’ generous response in 
this emergency strengthens the hemisphere’s physi- 
cal defenses and, what is equally important, its unity 
and morale as well.

KANSAS CITY’S “MAN OF THE YEAR.” 
Mayor John B. Gage has received the Metro Club’s 
“man of the year” award for his work in restoring 
“dignity, decency and solvency” to Kansas City. 
When John B. Gage took over the Mayor’s office 
last year, Missouri’s second largest city was heading 
fast for bankruptcy. Elementary municipal services 
had broken down and in some cases no longer ex- 
isted. City payrolls, inherited from the Pendergast 
days, were heavily padded. 
Mr. Gage, new to public office, rolled up his sleeves 
and went to work. He substituted government for 
the people in the place of rule for the machine. He 
replaced waste with efficiency. Bills were paid. Budg- 
ets were set up. Taxes were reduced. Unneeded 
employes were dismissed. City administration was 
no longer the device whereby political hangers-on 
fattened at the people’s expense. It became a popular 
function—a democratic means to a democratic end. 
Mayor Gage has more than won this award. He 
has demonstrated that no community is beyond 
rejuvenation. Doing this, he has served his State 
and nation no less than his city. 
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SEA POWER PLUS AIR POWER. 

As the ever-lengthening radius of air power con- 
tinues to play a more and more important part in 
the war on the Pacific, it seems that the status of 
sea power might well be re-surveyed. The three major 
contestants, America, Britain and Japan, have all 
lost battleships as the result of aerial attack. One 
old American battleship was capsized in the attack 
at Pearl Harbor. Possibly others were damaged. 
Britgin lost a brand-new battleship and an old bat- 
tle cruiser off Malaya when bomber and torpedo 
planes pressed home furious attacks despite heavy 
losses. British commentators accept Tokyo's report 
that submarines played a part in the attack and 
Churchill reassures that “there is no reason to sup- 
pose any new weapons or explosives were employed.” 
As for Japan, it lost a dreadnought to “American 
Army air forces north of Luzon.” 

There have been but few persons who argued that 
planes could not sink battleships. Nevertheless, the 
failure of the crack Nazi Luftwaffe to bag any British 
battleships in two years of fighting had given rise 
to a feeling that capital ships had a very high de- 
gree of immunity to air attack. It took battleships 
and cruisers to finish the Bistmarck after planes 
crippled it. And Admirals dismissed the havoc 
played with Mussolini’s battleships in Taranto Bay 
as largely due to Italian ineptitude. ‘Even the Pearl 
Harbor attack may be discounted because it was 
made in time of peace urider the most treacherous 
circumstances, It is. not likely that the Mikado’s 
men will again have such good fortune. 

Off Malaya, two British capital ships without air 
support went out against Japanese forces that in-

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WHAT. WILL RUSSIA DO? 

This has been a question on many lips since the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. The first answer came 
yesterday when Secretary Hull, who is not accus- 
tomed to careless speech, said he had no doubt the 
Soviet Union would do its “full part in standing 
side by side with all liberty-loving people against 
the common menace.” The statements that followed, 
from Ambassador Litvinoff, from Kuibyshev offi- 
cials and from Prayda are'reassuring. ~~ 
. For Russia to enter’ the war against Japan would 
be of the utmost importance because of the vulner- 
ability of Japan from attack from Eastern Siberia. 
In this region, the Soviet has maintained large land 
and air forces and, while some of these forces are 
supposed to have been drawn upon for the Russian 
recapture of Rostoy, the chances are that strong 
detachments remain. It has been a cardinal point of 
Soviet foreign policy to prevent Japanese encroach- 
ments in the Vladivostok region. | 

Aside from that, the entrance of the Soviet in 
the war on Japan would no doubt make it possible 
for Americgn bombers to assemble in great numbers 
in Eastern Siberia, taking off from Alaska close 
under the Arctic Circle—the route followed recently 
by the Soviet delegation to the United States. The 
distance to the Vladivostok area by this route is 
far shorter than the mid-Pacific one. Once there, 
Japanese paper-and-cardboard cities are only a short 
distance away over the Sea of Japan. 

In the situation that suddenly confronts this coun- 
try, we are fortunate that the administration in- 
cluded Soviet Russia in the lease-lend program, and 
that only recently President Roosevelt allocated one 
billion dollars’ worth of lease-lend supplies to Rus- 
sia. This recognition by us of the importance of 
Russia's terrific fight against the Hitler invasion 
should stand us in good stead now. 
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SEX EDUCATION IN ST. LOUIS SCHOOLS. 

The Board of Education has taken a progressive 
step, in line with modern educational methods, in 
voting to institute social hygiene courses in the 
public schools. On the recommendation of Superin- 
tendent Anderson, compulsory courses in the teach- 
ers’ colleges and in the last two years of high school 
will be provided. — 

The idea of such courses once raised a considerable 
furor wherever it was discussed. It has largely sub- 
sided now, as is shown by the fact that only two 
board members voted against the resolution here. 

Sex education in the schools was begun as a part 
of the world-wide medical attack on venereal disease. 
It has been broadened to include tHe general 
biological and social aspects of the subject. Such 
courses are widely indorsed by physicians, educators, 
parents, religious leaders, social workers, criminolo- 
gists and others connected with community welfare 
work, Use of these courses in the schools has played 
an important part in ending the taboos formerly sur- 
rounding discussion of sex, taboos whose frequent 
result wag hot the blissful ignorance advocated by 
prudes, but disaster for young men and women. 

In the hands of physicians, as it will be in the 
St. Louis schools, the subject is presented on a whole- 
some and scientific plane, Adoption of this course 
is a constructive move on the part of the board. 
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SINGAPORE—VITAL SPOT. 

Leland Stowe stated in the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day that loss of Singapore to the Japanese would 
be a greater Allied loss than occupation of the 
Philippines or conquest of the Baku oil fields and 
the Caucasus by the Nazis. 

1. Loss of Singapore would deprive the 
British and American navies of the only reat 
base from which they can operate fleets to at- 
tack Japanese strongholds in the South China 
Sea and the Eastern Pacific. 

2. Loss of Singapore would put the Japa- 
nese Navy in a position to cut Britain’s all-im- 
portant line of communication and shipping to 
India and Suez. 

3. Loss of Singapore would either reduce to a * 
dangerous point or perhaps cut off altogether 
British reinforcements from Australia, an im- 
portant source of man power for British opera- 
tions in Asia. | 

4. Loss of Singapore would in all probability 

_ Tender Burma defenseless for the Allies, with the 

result that the Burma Road would be closed 
and the one means for carrying supplies to 
China completely removed. 

5. Finally, less of Singapore, thanks in part 
to the probable results already stated, would 
pave the way for a Nazi cleanup of North Africa 
and Egypt. This; in turn, would enable the Nazis 
to break through the British blockade of the 
Continent and prolong the war indefinitely, if 
not otherwise seriously affect its outcome. 


How probable is it that the Japanese can follow 
through with a blitz on this Gibraltar of the East—~ 
a blitz which may snatch it from Allied hands? 
Mr. Stowe says the next few days may tell the 
story. If the Japanese are successful in establish- 
ing 100,000 troops in Malaya and can concentrate 
bombing squadrons within 500 miles of Singapore, the 
danger of its fall is great. + 
Watch the Singapore front!

FIRST CALL ON THE MERCY FRONT. 


T last we are able to put a time limit 
A= the price-control debate, and to say, 

with accuracy, that if congressional 
action is postponed beyond a certain period, 
it will probably be too late. 
In a word, a sound price-contro!] law must 
be passed before the “victory program” of 
defense construction is announced to the 
nation. The war with Japan makes its an- 
nouncement imminent. 
That program apparently calls for ex- 
penditures of almost 50 billions a year, as 
against 20 billions at present; its sponsors 
within the administration demand that 40 
per cent of our 185,000 factories, instead of 
only 15 per. cent, be used for manufacture 
of military essentials. 
The scheme requires that half our na- 
tional income, instead of one-fifth, be ap- 
plied to arms production. 
These outlines of the “victory program” 
indicate that America is at last beginning 
to measure the size of its contribution by 
the size of its facilities, raising its produc- 
tion to the topmost level of its physical 
limits, accepting no lesser restriction. 

a o ° 


The bare announcement of this pro- 
gram, in formal, official terms, is likely to 
provoke an inflationary surge. The fear 
that we shall have to cut our production 
of civilian goods to perhaps half the pres- 
ent level while, at the same time, we in- 
crease our national income, is bound to 
propel prices rapidly upward. 

It is not even necessary for Congress to 
adopt the “ program” for this effect 
to be realized; it will be enough for the 
Government to offer it. 

Prices are not logical, but psychological: 
they are judgments, often emotionalized 
judgments, and sometimes hysterical judg- 
ments. Prices are not set by impartial ex- 
perts, but by jittery participants in the 
market place. Every attempt by business- 
men to win security for themselves in an 
uncertain time, either by stocking up with 
goods or by withholding offers of sale, af- 
fects the price structure.

The House also removed from the bill the 
essential provision allowing the price ad- 
ministrator to buy or sell commodities any- 
where in the world in order to check in- 
flationary price advances. This House de- 
cision is a complicated form of fraudulent 
“farm relief”; it prevents the administrator 
from, say, taking bids on Argentine beef as 
a wholesome corrective against an inflation 
in. the price of domestic meat. 

By implication, the House has voted 
against our making use of the resources of 
that same Latin America which we are in- 
viting into the system of hemispheric 
solidarity. 

The House has made this weak bill dif- 
ficult of enforcement by removing the 
clause permitting licensing of all vendors, 
and revocation of license for violation of 
price ceilings; an invitation, by Congress, 
to men of ill will to disregard the statute. 

It might be said, in sum, that the House, 
which refused to pass price legislation un- 
less it obtained the chance to vote against 
strikes, did vote against strikes in a harsh 
measure, then contemptibly failed to carry 
out the other end of the bargain.

Tittmann, a Yale University 
graduate, is the son of Mrs, H. H.

Service Cross. Army doctors 
called him one of the most severely 
wounded men to recover in their 
experience. He lost his right leg 
as a result of the wounds, suf- 
fered when his plane fell two miles 
into barbed’ wire entanglements 
after an aerial dog fight. 

Listed by the State Department 
as its second ranking representa- 
tive in the Rome Embassy, Titt- 
mann formerly served at Paris and 
Geneva. In 1937, he declined to 
accept the Order of the Crown of 
Italy, conferred on him by the 
Italian Government. 

The State Department listed 
Joachim Weidhass, an employe of 
the Berlin Embassy, as another St. 
Louisan in the diplomatic service 
caught abroad in the capital of an 
enemy nation. It was expected that 
Weidhass and other members of 
the Rome and Berlin embassies 
might return to the United States 
later in a possible exchange for 
German and Italian representatives 
in this country.

* Sales of the bonds by the bank 
in the week ended yesterday and 
by its issuing agents, with reports 
from the agents not complete, to- 
taled $2,464,875. On a comparative 
basis this is about the \average 
sale reported in recent weeks. The 
larger total of $4,159,200 in the pre- 
ceding week is attributed to the 
fact that that week included the 
raonthly pay-day for workers buy- 
ing bonds out of salaries. 

The full effect of the Japanese 
attack was reflected at the post- 
office yesterday in one-day de- 
fense bond sales reaching $76,200 
in maturity values, the biggest for 
any day so far. Defense stamp 
sales, $6812, were the second larg- 
est, exceeded only by the special 
sales of the opening day last May 1.

STORM COAL FORMULA 


Tells of Pledge to 
Keep Process 
Secret, 


Tucker 


Smoke Commissioner Raymond 
R. Tucker said in a statement to- 
day that his office had proposed a 
year ago to test coal treated by 
the Storm secret chemical process 
without requiring disclosure of. 
the formula, but that J. A. Storm, 
owner of the process, had refused 
to submit coal for testing. 

The City Law Department has 


Tucker said the proposal to test 
the coal was made with the under- 


standing that if fuel was found ac- 
ceptable under the smoke ordi- 
nance the question of the formula 
would be discussed with the owner 
before the coal would be approved. 
Storm has contended that high 
volatile Illinois coal treated by the 
secret chemical process will burn 
in stoves and hand-fired furnaces 
with practically no smoke and that 
the fuel can be produced in quan- 
tity to retail at about $5 a ton. 
Many chemical processes for 
making coal burn smokelessly 
have been patented heretofore, 
Tucker pointed out, but the Bu- 
reau of Mines, in a bulletin pub- 
lished in 1937, reported that none 
really was effective in reducing 
smoke. Storm claims his process 
is superior to any heretofore de- 
veloped. 
“There which

Tucker said, “It .is incumbent on 
the general public in matters of 
this character. 

“In the light of the history of 
chemically treated coals and in 
view of the fact that Mr. Storm 
did not submit his coal for test 
even though he was not required 
ty» submit the formula before the 
test was performed, I felt that ad- 
ditional precautions should sur- 
round the approval or disapproval 
of any product to be used in the 
city of St. Louis. I may be wrong, 
but the approval of the Division 
of Smoke Regulation of any prod- 
uct gives to the general public a 
feeling of assurance that it is a 
safe and legal fuel to be used. The 
responsibility, therefore, is a se- 
rious one, and every precaution 
should be taken to protect the 
health and welfare of the commun- 
ity.” 

Tucker said his office is 
every effort to .find more’ inex- 
pensive solid smokeless fuels for 
St. Louis. He called attention to 
the recent approval of briquets 
made in Southern Illinois from high 
volatile coal. These were found 
to burn.in hand-fired equipment |

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First Russian Comment on 
Pacific War—Treacher- 
ous’ Blows Cannot Pre- 
determine Outcome. 


MOSCOW, Dec: 12 (AP). — The 
Communist party newspaper Prav- 
da, in the first Russian comment 


on United States-Japanese hostili- 
ties, said today that “the Japanese 
aggressor has plunged into a very 

ous adventures which bodes 
him nothing but defeat.” 

American reserves will grow 
while Japan's reserves Will become 
exhausted, the newspaper predict- 
ed, and “that will decide the issue 
of the war. Japan will indisputably 
suffer defeat.” 

The comment was circulated by 
the official news agency Tass. 

“War of Motors.” 

The war in the Pacific will un- 
doubtedly be long and protracted, 
Pravda predicted, but the United 
States possesses a “tremendous su- 
periority” over Japan in production 
capacity for the present “war of 
motors and reserves.” 

“In comparison with the United 
States, Japan is poor as regards re- 
sources of raw materials and her 
production machine cannot even 
be compared with that of America. 
It is sufficient to point out that 
the production capacity of Amer- 
ican metallurgy reaches near- 
ly 90,000,000 tons of steel a year, 
which is double the capacity of 
Germany, Italy and the territories 
occupied by Fascism, and 13 times 
more than the production capacity 
of Japanese metallurgy, which 
barely reaches 7,000,000 tons a 
year.” 

In reserves of manpower there is 
“no comparison,” Pravda said, for 
Japan faces the united front of the 
United States, Great Britain and 
China. 

The Russian newspaper said the 
Japanese ‘‘treacherously and with- 
out warning” attacked American 
and British possessions, and the 
widespread simultaneous attack 
“testified that the aggression had 
been carefully prepared before- 
hand, 

“The negotiations which Japa- 
nese representatives conducted in 
Washington, were manifestly in- 
tended to camouflage preparations 
for this treacherous attack. Japan 
resorted to the method with which 
the Soviet people is familiar from 
experience of w against blood- 
thirsty Hitler, who in the same 
treacherous mannér, liké a bandit, 
attacked the Soviet Union.” 

The suddenness of the premedi- 
tated attack “determined certain 
temporary successes of the Jap- 
anese armed forces. The Ameri- 
cans sustained rather’ serious 
losses. They lost a certain number 
of aircraft and warships. Great 
Britain similarly sustained losses. 
A not inconsiderable number of 
non-combatants became victims of 
aggression.” 

The newspaper said the results 
of the first day of war in the Pa- 
cific “clearly demonstrated that 
the Japanese aggressor wanted to 
strike a blow at once at the most 
important strategic bases of the 
United States in the Pacific as well 
as the vital strategic centers of the 
British Empire. 

“However, Japan’s initial suc- 
cesses can by no means predeter- 
mine either the further course of 
military events or still less the out- 
come of the war. The fact that 
Germany and Italy also declared 
war on the United States does not 
alter this situation. 

. . If Japan countell on the 
possibility of a ‘lightning victory’ 
she is in for a disappointment no 
less cruel than that quffered by 
bloodthirsty Hitler as the result of 
his bandit attack on the Soviet 
Union.” 

Pravda predicted a “sharp inten- 
sification of activity” on the Chi- 
nese front and pointed out tha 
Japan was “facing such a power- 
ful front as that formed by the 
united forces of the United States 
of America, Great Britain and 
China with her incalculable re- 
sources of manpower.” 

The aggression did not come as 
a complete surprise to the United 
States because “a majority of the 
American people long ago realized 


the formidable danger fhreatening |' 


the whole world in connection with 

the predatory war initiated by Hit- 

ler and his ‘allies,’” the paper said 
U. 8. Preparations. 

“Without being formally at war 
with Hitlerite Germany, the United 
States firmly took its place in the 
anti-Hitler front, rendering exten- 
sive assistance to the powers fight- 
ing against Nazi tyranny. The 
United States made use .of the 
breathing space afforded _by the 
aggressors in order to develop its 
war industries.” 

The Soviet Government at 
Kuibyshev received from diplo- 
mats of the United States and Ja- 
pan formal notification that they 
are at war. 

The United States notification, 
made by Embassy Councilor Wal- 
ter Thurston, was recei in what 
was described as a “cordial 
mosphere.” 

Adolf Hitler’s war declaration 
speech also was heard by radio.

When you get set to pick them up,. 
you should be standing on the left 
side of the approach, angling 
across the alley for the pins. You 
come up to the foul line directly. 
Don’t zig-zag. You're aiming 
across the alley at the pins. 

If the standing pins are on the 
left side of the alley, you angle at 
them from the right side 6f the 
approach, Try for all simple splits, 
but when you encounter a difficult 
split, your best bet is to make sure 
of most the pins. If, for example, 
you get a 4-9-10 split, your best 
bet is to take the 9 and 10 pins.

Try to slice the 4-pin into the 9 
and 10 and you'll most likely miss 
all the pins. Sometimes one or two 
pins will mean the difference be- 
tween victory and defeat in a 
game, or even a series.

YOU THINK THAT sounds silly? Don’t be ridiculous. 
Astrology is a wonderful thing, as any astrologer or any Cus- 
tomer of an astrologer will tell you. There’s an astrologer in 
Hoboken, N. J., for example, who can prove that his business 
is on the up-and-up, because he predicted the re-election of 
Roosevelt twice. There are, nonetheless, people who believe 
that astrology is bunk. All recognized scientists, for example, 
say it is fraudulent. And Joseph Dunninger, who makes a 
business of studying up on such stuff, laughs out loud when- 
ever he thinks of astrologers. Dunninger says the current 
astrology boom is probably due to a revived interest in Nostra- 
damus. Nostradamus was a sixteenth century astrologer in 
France and his real name was Mike Notredame. Honest. His 
prophetic writings have come back into vogue because they 
are supposed to contain advance information on the doings of 
Hitler, Hess and other, noted mental cases of our time. 
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DUNNINGER HAS known about Nostradamus for a long 
time, and says the old Frenchman was an unadulterated phony. 
It is possible to read Nostradamus, he said, and place any 
interpretation you choose on his ambiguous guff. “But,” says 
Dunninger, “it’s not necessary to expose Nostradamus in order 
to bust astrology wide open. Anybody with a grain of sense 
can see, at first sight, that astrology is a fraud.” Some years 
back Dunninger went to work on Evangeline Adams, who was 
America’s most prosperous astrologer. He sent her the precise 
time of a man’s birth, enclosed $25, and asked for a reading. 
In due time it came. The man was shy, said Miss Adams, 
and inclined to keep himself in the background. He would 
never get very far in the world because of his inability to 
meet people. The man was Kaiser Wilhelm. 
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AFTER THAT DUNNINGER got the birth date information 
on a pair of Siamese twins he happened to know. He sent them 
in separately, with $25 in each envelope, and asked for readings 
with particular. reference to age expectancy. Miss Adams 
obliged. One of the twins, she said, would live to be 69. The 
other would pass 90. Now, don’t get the idea that I’m person- 
ally jumping on astrology and astrologers. I don’t want any- 
body horoscoping me into trouble. I suppose it could be done. 
Anyway, I have a certain amount of respect for astrology. 
It was indirectly responsible for a wonderful pun, uttered by 
Corey Ford back in the days when Henry L. Simpson was in 
the Hoover Cabinet. Ford referred to the statesman as “Sagit- 
tarius State Stimson.” Any institution, even astrology, that can 
inspire a gem like that, must have merit.

Malnutrition's Toll 


By Forrest Williams 


ALNUTRITION is not new to 
the human race, Recently an- 
thropologists have unearthed 
evidences of poorly balanced diets, 
and consequent under-nutrition, in 
ruins of Indian villages that flour- 
ished in this country at least 1000 


years ago. The problem of eating 
for health is ag old as civilization. 

In recent years more attention 
has been paid to the subject, and 
the statement. made by Paul V. 
McNutt, Federal Security Admin- 
{strator, before the National Nutri- 
tion Conference, that “approxi- 
mately 45,000,000 people, compris- 
ing more than one-third of the na- 
tion’s population, do not have 
enough to eat of the foods we 
know are essential to health,” has 
developed a public consciousness 
of this serious condition. The Red 
Cross, schools, colleges, clubs, so- 
cial organizations and Government, 
all are working to disseminate 
available information on proper 
diet, protective foods, and good nu- 
trition. 

Of particular importance is the 
matter of child nutrition, for 
through strong, sturdy, healthy 
children we guarantee a better na- 
tion in years to come. That mal- 
nutrition easily takes its toll 
among boys and girls in an insid- 
ious way is shown in. the study 


made by L. Emmett Holt, who 
summarizes: 

“Lack of energy: children are 
easily ‘fatigued mentally and 
physically; would often fall asleep 
in school. Inattention: it was dif- 
ficult to hold their minds to any 
subject but a few minutes at a 
time. Poor memory: closely asso- 
ciated with inattention; for in- 
stance, it took the children 30 min- 
utes to memorize a few lines which 
ordinarily could be done in half 
that time, and it seemed impos- 
sible to remember arithmetic. Slow 
Comprehension: as one teacher 
put it, ‘it takes the children longer 
to think’; they found it difficult 
to follow explanations. Unusual 
Restlessness: the children could 
not sit still, they either wanted to 
talk or giggle or whisper and it 
was difficult to maintain discipline, 
and misbehavior was common.” 

The attack on this problem must 
grow in intensity. Proper diet, in- 
cluding the important vitamins, 
must be the foundation of better 
health. Malnutrition is largely a 
matter of education.

HIS is 
Tcnristmes; the most truly 

made-in-America Christmas 
since the days of the pioneers. You 
will hang shining, satiny, Ameri- 
can-made glass balls and bells on 
your Christmas tree. You are shop- 
ping for American toys now. Stocks 
of engaging dolls and painted wood- 
en toys and novelties from Czecho- 
slovakia and France and other 
war-ridden lands have dwindled on 
our shelves, 

England sent some playthings to 
America this year; it is hard to 
say how many. Almost anything 
you can manufacture these days 
contains some ingredient usable in 
war or defense, and the British 
guard closely. their trade figures 
that would. shed light to the ‘en- 
emy on such supplies. The British 
do emphasize that, eager as they 
are to load American-bound ships 
with trade goods to pay for fight- 
ing material, they are not at pres- 
ent turning war metal into any- 
thing like toys—nor using equiva- 
lent metal in toys, either. In fact, 
no toys of any metal have been 
sent to America from England for 
some months past. 


Our made-in-America, twentieth 
century, defense-time Christmas 
would astonish pioneer forefathers 
who made Christmas in homely 
ways and knew plenty about de- 
fense in a land of Indians. 

This Christmas. is rather sur- 
prising to us, when we stop to 
think. 

Take one example: plastics. In 
a variety of toys and sport. goods 
plastics are replacing metal and 
other important defense materials. 
_ Plastic wheels for roller ‘skates 
are said to be the answer to the 
manufacturer’s yearning for a 
wheel that will take the terrific 


wear exerted by a youngster hav- 
ing a big time. Using a cold 
moulded plastic, a one-piece skate 
wheel has been evolved that is 
described as tough and durable 
and economical to produce, Skat- 
ers will like the plastic wheels’ 
easy traction in turning and stop- 
ping. The public will like the 
more quiet skating. 

For the very young,: plastic toys 
include interlocking blocks ‘and 
screwing and unscrewing toys that 
also have the trait of endurance. 
Americans are ‘ manufacturing 
some of these from designs origi- 
nated in Englafd. Plastics for the 
pre-school child’s playthings are 
lightweight, smooth and colorful 
and, in a manufacturer’s ‘ enthusi- 
astic phrases, “they can be sucked 
and chewed, bitter, gnawed 
thrown about with abandon,” all, 
it is added, without damaging toy 
or child. 

Plastic Christmas trees with 
plastic decorations are a modern 
phase of the all-American Christ- 
mas, If you think of the fluor- 
escent lighting that is gaining fa- 
vor in shops and offices, you’ have 
an idea of the latest in Christmas 
trees. For the new plastic tree 
has - ornaments -of fluorescent 
plastic. When lighted by an in- 
stalled unit of black light—which 
is near ultraviolet light—the flu- 
orescent ornaments shine and 
glow, and even shift from red: to 
orange, or from green te purple, 
in a dual color effect.

People be- 
gan asking that soon after war 
started.

‘Gains South 
Trump Trick 
By Ely Culbertson 


T is safer to speak about 
1 chickens before they are 

hatched than about tricks be- 
fore they are cashed. In today’s 
hand West felt sure he would 
make two trump tricks whatever 
happened. But, to use a colloquial- 
ism, he “found out different.”

North's redouble was a shade on 
the optimistic side, inasmuch as 
he already had -shown an excel- 
lent hand and a spade fit. 

West opened the diamond king 
and East gave an encouraging sig- 
nal with the eight spot. The ace 
and another diamond followed, the 
latter being ruffed in dummy. De- 
clarer then led a low spade to the 
ace and saw the bad break. Appar- 
ently West had two trump tricks 
in the guarded Q-10, but declarer 
did not give up and admit defeat. 
He.led a club to the ace and ruffed 
a club, then led a heart to the 
ace and ruffed a second club, thus 
deliberately reducing himself below 
West's trump length. He then 
cashed the king and queen of 
hearts. Now the stage was set for 
the grand finale. Declarer had left 
only three cards, the K-J of spades 
and the jack of ‘diamonds. He 
knew West still had the Q-10 and 
one spade, and that success was 
assured. All he had to do was 
exit by leading the jack of dia- 
monds. West had to ruff and, of 
course, had to return a trump from 
the Q-10 up to declarer’s K-J ten- 
ace. 

This type of trump  end-play 
comes up more frequently than 
might be imagined, and it will re- 
pay all students of the game to 
study the technique involved. Ob- 
viously, West must be stripped of 
side guit cards and coincidentally, 
declarer must reduce. his own 
trump length to no more than the 
equal of the defenders’. Some- 
times this involves the ruffing of 
perfectly good tricks. The only 
difficult thing is to cash and ruff 
the tricks in the correct order so 
as to avoid an overruff. For ex- 
ample, if South had led his fourth 
diamond before ruffing two clubs 
and cashing his hearts, West could 
have ruffed in with the spade 10 
and exited with a side. suit card.
